The State Department today is- 
sued a statement on the situation 
as it has developed from corre- 
spondence with Peking and the ar- 
rangement between . Moscow and 
Peking. It revealed that the Amer- 
ican government, through Minister 
Schurman, on May 3, last, formally 
called the attention of the Chinese 
government to American interests 
in the rallwayand to the resolution 
adopted by the Washington Arms 
Conference under which China was 
made trustee for the railway and 
charged with the responsibility of 


all creditors. 

In reply to Minister Schurman's 
note, Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, said in 
effect that only China and Russia 
are concerned in the question and 
the future adnnistration of the 
transportation agency rests exclu- 
sively n the two governments. 

The Chinese reply also asserted 
that the arrangement with Russia 
is not prejudicial to the rights of 
other rations and that China does 
not consider there is need for ex- 
cessive anxiety ove: points raised 
by the American government. Be- 
cause of military necessities during 
the World War and while American 
forces were in Siberia the railway 
was administered by an inter-Allied 
commission and was fi the 
Allied governments, In this way the 
United States became «a creditor to 
the extent of about $5,000,000, 
along with others of the Allied 
powers, incliding Japan, Great Brit- 
ain and France. 

It is understood that Japan and 
France have made representations 
to the Chinese government and 
have received replies similar to that 
communicated to the United States.

TAX LEVY CHANGES | 

Although Congress abolished cer- 
tain tax levies in enacting the new 
revenue law, it created other levies 
on articles previously not taxed. 

Included in the new levies is & 
tax on gifts, which, however, must 
be valued at $50,000 or more. Be- 
ginning at $50,000 the tax rate 
ranges from 2 per cent up to 40 per

NEW YORK, June 18. — Com-

Admiral Tells City Club Our 
Navy is Hampered

iting the naval armament of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan “compelled us to scrap from 
the top down and the others from 
thé bottom up,” Vice-Admiral Hen- 
ry A. Wiley declared yesterday in 
speaking at the City Club lunch- 
the fortifications 
clause in the agreement leaves 
us rather ham-strung in the Pa- 
cific” and that itogether this 
country made the greatest 
fice a nation could make.” 

The Combat, Division Command-. 
er of the Pacific Fleet, however, 
said that while the Navy laments 
the loss it does not criticise the 
conference and con- 
Siders it “a step in the right au 
rection.” Admiral Wiley said he, 
would be frank, and asked that his 
remarks not be considered a criti-' 
cism of the armament conference. 


TIED OUR HANDS 

The conference, he related, had 
the capital ship tonnage, 

aircraft, and the size of 
guns, the latter to a sixteen-inch 
size, which Admiral Whiley said 
was “not such a small limit.” And 
of equal importance, he explained, 
it limited t fortifications in the 
Pacific, making a status quo of 
fortifications on the mainland and 
in positions west of Oahu. While 
this “ham-strung” the United 
States in the Pacific, the admiral 


declared: 
“It was allowed the other powers 
to build fortifications where they 


den them to build fortifications 
where under no circumstances 
would they find ft advantageous to 
place them. 

“If there had been no confer- 
ence, and if we had gone on ac- 
cording to our program, the United 
States by this time would be the 
leading nation of the world,” he 
went on.

Rose L. Ellerbe, well known in the 
Southland as a nature-lover devoted to the 
cause of California the Beautiful, has writ- 
ten to The Times, indignantly and pathet- 
ically, to protest the action of the Santa 
Monica City Council in cutting down the 
avenue of noble eucalyptus trees along Wil- 


Old residents will recall the long row of 
forest monarchs that broke the original 
treeless vista of the flat lands extending 
from Los Angeles to the sea. cet in 
their native country, Australia, there were 
nowhere such fine specimens of the sturdy 
eucalypti. 
| As the pioneer trees to prove their adapt- 
ability to Southern California soil and cli- 
mate, these Santa Monica gum trees had 
the same historic interest as the original 
navel orange tree, carefully preserved by 
— good citizens of Riverside. They were 


planted in 13875 by Semator Jones and Col. 


Baker and marked the birthplace of the 
coming city of Santa Monica At the open- 
ing of the present century they were its 
most conspicuous landmark, antedating the 
Los Angeles skyscraper, the Ocean Park 
midway and the Venice hot-dog stand. 

But they are gone now and regrets and 
protests are as useless as the ashes of these 
once priceless California gifte—now being 
burned for cordwood. Another pioneer 
scheme to provide shaded avenues for a 
comniunity that once loved the beauty and 
romance of the Southland has gone glim- 
mering before the masterly activity of a 
city engineer’s office. 

Down come the trees of half a century— 
in go the pallid concrete squares of a few 
hours’ mixing—and the destroyers find to 
their joy they bave acquired thus some con- 
venient space for installing more monstrous 
billboards. It’s progress with an illuminat- 
ed P.“ 

That one particular historic avenue of 
magnificent shade trees is a thing of the 
past; the public. has in its stead some fine 
specimens of the concrete-mixers’ handi- 
work—gravestones, as it were, to mark the 
cemetery of the hopes and loving care of 
the Santa Monica eity founders. And it is 
foolish to cry over spilt milk or cremated 
trees or to worry about the ghosts of an 
age that is past and gone. 

But we have here in Southern California 
other avetues of trees and other single 
trees of noble stature, tributes to the rever- 
ent affection the first settlers in the golden 
Southwest felt for the land of their edop 
tion.
